brief gunbattle near a Borden 
grain elevator. 

Police said the fpur, one an 
escaped prisoner from the 
Washington state penitentiary 
at Walla Walla, and another 
an escaped prisoner from an 
undesignated institution, sur¬ 
rendered to RCMP officers 
and the hostage was released 
imhaimed. Two children were 
also found with the fugitives. 

Ttie drama began when two 
Prince Albert city constables 
made a routine investigation 
of a car bearing Washinglon 
state licence plates on the out¬ 
skirts of the city.

External Affairs Minister Allan MacEa- 
dien toold the House he has asked the RCMP 
to investigate the incident and that "informa¬ 
tion be sought front the United States auth¬ 
orities.” 

Benjamin said the Incident occured as Ed 
Gix»8. a farmer from Glen Bain. Sask.. and 
his passenger, Ira Heebser. landed in their 
private aircraft on a grass strip airport 
about 10 miles south of EaLevan. ^sk. 

"A U.S. border {latrol officer, in his cruis¬ 
er. crossed the border to Oinada. turned 


down a lane and came 100 to 150 feel Into 
Canada and then the border t>atrol officer 
ycdled. 'W^ gave you permission to land on 
this strip?" Benjamin told the Oimmwis. 

Beniamin said Gross was escorted to the 
U.S. customs depot and, threatened with con¬ 
fiscation of his aircraft, had to leave a $25 
deposit on an alleged $1,000 fine.

THK IIASFY tone was kn:iwn througtvml 
North America and the man became famous 
by his orjening . there's goj^ news to¬ 
night." Gabriel Heater coined the phrase and 
yet it was a misnomer -r the bad news 
always outweighed the good.

THKV BEC OME accuslotnetl to the rou¬ 
tine. but it never really beconws com¬ 
monplace to them. It's daily survival and 
while diabetics. thixAigh insulin, can look for¬ 
ward to a reasonably normal life span, it 
must be an ordeal that few of us can really 
comprehend. 

However, new hope for them. 

T>>iv«Tto research^ have deveVjpfnl an ar^ 
tlflcal jMincreas which will eventually make 
it unnecessary for diabetics to admini.ster the 
dally needle. Take note of the word "eventu¬ 
ally." l)€cause a fair amount of work must be 
done before the device will be of universal 
help. 

AT this moment of de\elo}>ment. the 
device is about the size of a television iron- 
sole and it can only be used on bed-ridden 
patients. However, the ultimate objective is 
to reduce the size to about that of a pouch 
package of cigarettes, small enough to be 
imidanted in the abdoinen. 

It is an artificial pancreas and when you 
consider there has been no major advance in 
the treatment of diabetes since Dr. Banting's 
disoovei*y of insulin 50 years ago, it becomes 
an advance of ma jor proportions. 

At last count there were close to half a 
million diabetics in Canada and many of 
them develop complications through the dif¬ 
ficulties of matching the insulin injection.^ 
with the glucose in their systems. Ihe hope is 
that the artificial pancreas will solve this 
problem. * 

A('<X)Kf>iNO TO rc|K)rts from Michael A1-; 
hlsser. the director of medical engineering at 
the H jspital for .Sick Children In TVmjnto. the 
artificial pancreas is something more than a 
device to give the patient a regular dosage of 
insulin. It would also adjust the dosage ac¬ 
cording to the patient's c.mdition. 

Thci*o is considerably more inwilved in 
the contauii^ent of diabetes than the daily 
needle. • 

A (lial)eiic is always aware i)f the possibil¬ 


ity of insulin reaction and many things can" 
. trigger this reaction. 

STREiiS and strain at the office can have 
an adverse effect. The daily routine must be 
adhered to meals must be taken on time 
and tfie diabetic kzKAvs w^ien he or she must 
take a'cookie snack between meals in order 
to keep the tenuous balance. 

Many dial^etics, for instance, know they 
must have a sandwich before going to bed or 
they will find a pins-and-needles pain In their 
legs and their feet will get cold. 

They are warned by light-headed feelings 
when they go too long betwecai feedings. The 
careful diet must be followed religiously. 

The artificial (lanrreeK would eJiminate 
some of these problems and therefore make 
the dIabetic'A resistance somewhat mere 
hearable. It's still somewhat in the future, 
but at least this latest invention offers a 
gi'eal new ray at sunshine and so there is 
good news tonight...

And while aome indicators 
of social well-being among (he 
native people of the country 
sltow improvements in recent 
years, Statistics Canada fig¬ 
ures reveal a worsening or 
iftatle situation in other direc¬ 
tions. 

^ Infant mortality has de¬ 
clined, the native population 
is growdng about twice as fast 
as the national average ami 
economic loans to help es¬ 
tablish industrie.s for the na¬ 
tive peo|)le have increased. 

Bui figures [lublished in 
Perspectives Canada, a statis¬ 
tics bureau iHJblicalion. in¬ 
dicate that the condition of 
housing has largely deterio¬ 
rated since the mid-sixties. 

^ther indicators slum' that 
despite imiyovemenis. living 
conditions ' for Indians and 
Inuit (Eskimos) are far bekiw 
those fur Canadians as a 
whole. 

The statistics .show rai>id 
movement by the native peo¬ 
ple into cities ami towns in 
ihe last 20 years. 

Infant mortality rates for 
Indians in 1970 wfre twice the 
national average while that 
for Inuit was nearly four 
times as high. .\ decade earli¬ 


er, the rate was three times 
as l^iKh for Indians and 10 
timm highef for Inuit. 

Housing, one of the biggest 
concerns in recent Indian rep¬ 
resentations. seems to have 
actually shown a decline. X 

In 1971, Statistics Canadr 
found that 25;4 per cent of 
families on reserves needed 
new houses. In 1965, 19.7 per 
cent were said to need new 
homes. 

Statistics also show that in 
1971. 15.9 per cent of occupied 1 
houses needed major repairs. 1 
In 1960, 6.8 per cent were | 
fouml to be in that slate. ! 

The 1971 census found that 
while 80 i)er cent of reserve 
housing had electricity, only : 
30 |)er cent have running’" 
wafer, 25 per cent have indoor > 
toilets and 20 per cent have ; 
indoor baths. 


Among the Indian and Inuit 
(lupulation over 20 years of 
age only 1.7 per cent have 
university education com¬ 
pared with 11.9 per cent na¬ 
tionally.

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Rebels without a cause

■lOLENCE IS GENERAU.Y i-epugnanl to 
Canadians. 

Spectators get excited when there are ex¬ 
changes in sport deplored as ungentlenianly and 
usuaily punished by fines or su^nsions. But they 
react differently to skirmishes on the picket line, 
or interference, armed or otherwise, with people 
going about their lawful business. 

And in particular they are outraged by hood¬ 
lums who go in for brutalities and vandalism of the 
sort sufferent repeatedly and recently in the small 
town of Vedder Crossing, about 65 miles east of 
Vancouver. There has been a veritable reign of ter¬ 
ror there, with serious damage done to business 
premises and policemen viciously beaten. 

The Indians who blocked the highway at 
Cache Creek and demanded toU of travellers, with 
a di^y of firearms, lost what sympathy there 
may have been with the general public and much of 
the support of the moderates in their own band. 

So did the Ojlbway Warriors’ Society in their 
prolonged occupation of a national [)ark at Kenora, 
Ont. People lost patience with their protest. 

It was these two groups, with the help ot In¬ 
dian militants from the United States, which or¬ 
ganized the caravan to .Ottawa and <ittempted to 
force a way into the Parliament Buildings at the 


opening ceremonies Monday. It was a disgraceful 
scene. 

These tactics will do nothing whatever to win 
a sympathetic response from Ottawa — or anyone 
else. 

More important, they completely obscure the 
issues. Whatever it is the Indians want, better 
housing, improved medical services, wider opportu¬ 
nity for self-^vemment, a voice in education, re- 
orgMization in the department of Indian affairs, 
easier border crossings, already these have been 
pushed into the background by the ugly events in 
Ottawa. 

What remains in the minds of the public is 
foolish talk of “insurrection’! by Chief Ken Basil 
from the Bonaparte reserve. 

How much better it would have been had the 
demonstration in Ottawa remained peaceful, as the 
leaders promised. How much more likely a sympa¬ 
thetic response would have been won. 

But however misguided, the Indians have a 
cause. 

Not so the demented riotere at Vedder Cross¬ 
ing. They deserve to be treated as the hooligans 
they are with the full penalty their crimes invite. 
They arc contemptible. 


Interdependence: the big word 


WTHAT BRITISH COIttMENTA’TORS caM the 
United States’ "concerted move to bring 
pressure on the oil producers to lower their prices” 
is interpreted by the exporters themselves as a 
threat of reprisal or even war. 

At the World Energy Conference inOetroit on 
Sept. 23, President Gerald Ford declared: “So¬ 
vereign nations try to avoid dependence on other 
imtSons that exploit their own resources to the det¬ 
riment of othi^. Sovereign nations cannot allow 
their poBcies to be dictated, or their fate decided, 
by artificial rigging and distortion of world com¬ 
modity markets. 

“No one can foresee the extent of the damage 
nor the end of the disastrous consequences if na¬ 
tions refuse to share nature’s gifts for the benefit 
of all mankind.” 

And a week before he had told the United Na¬ 
tions: ‘The attempt by any country to use one com¬ 
modity for political purposes will inevitably tempt 
other countries to use theiareommodities for their 
own purposes.” 

He was referrring, of course, to the Arab na¬ 
tions’ oil embargo to influence discussidns and deci-^ 
si<His pertaining ^ Israel and the Palestinian prob¬ 
lem. 

That is not the only reason for United States 
dissatisfaction and the implied rebuke. The quadru¬ 
pling in the price of oil imports in three yesus is 
another; and the enormous drain of gold and cur¬ 
rency into the oil producers’ treasuries is held a 
major factor in inflation and a threat of world-wide 
recession. 

Dr. Henry Kissinger made the United States’ 
position clear when he spoke to the United Nations. 

‘The world’s financial institutions are stagger¬ 
ing under the most massive and rapid movement of 


reseiwes in history... It can be in the interest of 
no country or group of countries to base policies on 
a test of strength, for a pcriicy of confrontation 
would end in disaster for all.” 

Oil producers want a just return for their 
diminishing resources, he said, but their demands 
were now resulting in disintegration in under¬ 
developed and less well endowed areas. And in the 
developed world industrial civilization is in jeo¬ 
pardy, he said. 

The American leaders did not approach the 
problem in the most diplomatic way, perhaps; for 
in translation and interpretation their words an¬ 
gered and alarmed the Arab oil states. 

A spokesman for these nations. Sheik Zayed 
ben Suitan, responded reasonably enough that they 
would be willing to reduce oil prices If western na¬ 
tions (and by that he meant oil importing nations 
everywhere) would cut the cost of foodstuffs and 
manufactured goods to those who haa to import 
them. ^ 

An interdependent world. Dr. Kissinger has 
said, “requires not mereiy the resources but the' 
vision and creativity of us all.” 

No one will contradict him. 

But while the leadership offered by Dr. Kis¬ 
singer and President Ford is welcome and their ad¬ 
vice appreciated, they should not assume that they 
can dictate the terms of the interdependence they 
desire. 

Sheik Zayed ben Sultan feels a “new phase” in 
relations between oil producers and consumers 
should bepn. He seems to mean negotiation. But 
the participants must meet on a basis.K)f “justice 
and equality,” he said. 

And no one will quarrel with that attitude, ei¬ 
ther.

Hi:Avever, an 
English eui'geon until recently 
working with Dr. Wen has de¬ 
veloped a painless technique 
through the application of tiny 
needles.

A 
Turkish policeman sits nearby 
on a rickety chair, a subma- 
chine-giHi on his knees. 'The 
red Turidsh flag snaps in the 
breeze from the waUs of the 
breathtaking 12th-century Bel- 
lapais Abbey, not so long ago 
one of the mam tourist attrac¬ 
tions of Cyprus. 


Bellapais. where Durrell 
wrote his prize-winning novel. 
Bitter Lemons, in an old bouse 
sold to him by fast-talking 
TuiHosh real estate agent, 
Sabri Tahir, has suffered 
com,paratively little since the 
recent invasion of northern 
Cyprus by Turkey. Some of 
iU inhabitants have fled but 
others poured in during the 
first days of panic. Today 832 
Greek Cypriots — mainly 
women, children and men 
— are allowed to remain in 
the village which nestles on 
the slope of the Kyrenia range 
a thousand feet over the Med¬ 
iterranean. 

Sabri of Bitter Lemons 
fame hardly comes to Bella¬ 
pais any more. He has be¬ 
come the mayor of the nearby 
coastal town of Kyrenia — 
now Gimc. But many others 
who remember Durrell are 
here — toothless old men 
racked by fear and preju¬ 
dices, women in black blink¬ 
ing desperately at the sight of 
a Turkish uniform, weeping 
for their husbands and sons 
now imprisoned by the Turtes 
m Nicosia’i swritering Pal- 
lides Garage.

An uncontrollable monster is not the sort 
of beast that cither employer or employee 
would wish to see turned loose in industry. 
So, with the common purpose of hunting it 
down and exterminating it, the United Steel¬ 
workers of America and 129 Toronto firms 
with which it has agreements have joined 
forces. 

I The "monster” is alcholUm. and Lloyd 
Kell, the steelworkers’ staff representative,, 
estimates that it will be uncontrollable in 10 . 
years unless steps are taken against it. A 
rough gauge ctf v^cre we stand now may be 
obtained from his observation: "If you open 
*25 lunch pails at a factory gate you'll find at 
least one crock of whisky that will be con¬ 
sumed during the lunch hour." 

The threat posed to the employee in the 
gi'Lp of alcoholism is obvious, and there are 
corresponding threats to the efficient opera¬ 
tion the plant apd, in some cases, to the 
safety of the alcoholic’s fellow workers.

"They will poison us." the 
terrified whisper spread 
through the village. It took a 


ta-emendous effort from a re¬ 
tired Englisn doctor. Donald 
Fraser, and several local 
British residents, to show per- 
s<Hraily that the dreaded shots 
were not deadly poison. 

Similar rumors surrounded 
every shipment of food 
brought by Turkish Army 
trucks. The Turks simply 
picked up tiie stocks frtwn ^ 
abandoned Greek Cypriot su¬ 
permarkets in Kyrenia, Ayios 
Georghioe and other villages. 

But the word was, again, 
"They are trying to kill us."

This degree of suspicum and 
tension causes a number of 
psychosomatic symptoms 
which are difficult to control.

Spray cans destroy earth’s shield

Every “psat" of an aei-osol spray can_can spread 
a nevv kind of poHuUon aixaind the globe. Although 
there is no apparent present danger, continued use of 
these spray cans may i-aisc health hazaids and, 
pcAaps, even disi-upl the \veatiiei- between 25 an(|50 
years in the future, accoi-ding to lecent scientific 
studies. 


In every cloud of ,spray, as 
well as inside the cooling coils, 
of refrigeratoi-s and air-condi- 
tionci-s, are man-made chemi¬ 
cal^ called fluorocarbons. 

Physical scientists monitor¬ 
ing the atmosphere first dis¬ 
covered them in the environ¬ 
ment in l&n. Since then, they

What could we teach them?

Everybody agrees on that/^ 

But Prof. D. R. BatesNof Queen's College, Belfast, is toe 
first scientist to suggest thahlhey inight be too smart to want 
to spend.a lot of money making contact with the compara¬ 
tively stupid jieople on Earth. W’hal could we teach them? 

Bales gave the ovciiieatcd advwatcs of a vast r»roiDct to 
contact life in outer space an ice cold shower at the recent ' 
convention of the British Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

They "Were, he said, the lineal descendants of a scientist 
named Gauss who suggested in 1820 that fields and forests in 
Siberia be planted in squares and triangles so that the star 
dwellers would realize their earthly cousins knew geometry. 

And of another scientist named vot Littrow who in 1840 
pr ypowad digging a circukar ditch 10 miles in diametre in the 
Sdhara desert, filling it wdto kerosene and setting it afire at 
night to alert the dtiziens of toe distant gailaxies that they 
were not alone in the lavvoi^e. 

Not to mention toe time and mcwiey toe U.S. navy spent 
in 1924 trying to pick up signals from Mai's which in toat ye^ 
was particularly close to Earth, .^id Project Oana of 1960 in 
which the U.S. National Radio Astronomy Laboratoiy at 
Greenbank. W. Va., fruitlessly locked on to a cotRils ot silent 
slar.9 only 60 trillion miles away. 

- None succeeded and no fine should have cx|»cctcd them to 


succeed, Bates snid, every syllable wxiunding those addicts of 
science fiction w'ho accept it as an article of faith that there 
are civilizations on stars all over the heavens. 

Bates said many scientists seem to agree on an estimate 
of 100,600 technological communities in toe galaxy. He said 
he doubts Uiis figure and is not even sure there is any life out 
there, but so as not to confuse toe issue he ^ould not 
challenge the theory at the moment. 

"IPaving indicated my resen'ati.ms I shall take 100,000 to 
he toe number of techreAigical civilizations in the galaxy and 
proceed," he said. "'Two points may be noted. 

"Firstly, if contact were made it wxxdd be expected to be 
with a technological civilization far older than ourselves. 

"Secontoy. diatributrjn of stars in s^iace shows that toe 
time (Ur e signal to travel the d.itible jonavcy between us and 
toe nearest technological civilization would probably be 
rather over 500 years.” Bates said he could not see anyone 
maintaining interest in a converaation in which k took 250 
years to ask a question and 250 more years to get the answer. 
In addition, there are 10 million possible wave bands that 
could be used and even if Earth and a star tried to get in 
touch with each oth^r by radio telescc^ies it might take well 
over one million years to iliake toe first contact. 

“A very anc(^ ct\d!i 2 alian would liave so little to gain 
by making radio*contact with us that I do not toink the gov¬ 
ernment concerned would provide the financwl support a sig¬ 
nalling beacon would requti*<*-”

magistrate under 30 had been 
appointed in -this century but 
added then might have been 
such a choice in the prov¬ 
ince’s early days the 
records are incomplete. 

The youngest until Tuesday 
was Hugh Swayze of Vernon, 


named a magistrate July 20. 
1970. when he was 30 years 
tfnd ebaweeks old.

He expccially mentioned the 
fact Campbell was one of the 
first lawyers retained under a 
new B.C. government system 
of representing children in 
custody cases. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian 
Smith, speaking for Victoria’s 
criminal defence lawyers, had 
an edge in the five welcoming 
speeches made by senior Vic¬ 
toria lawyers - he was the 


only one who had worked in 
court with Campbell. 

Smith said Campl)ell came 
over from Vancouver early 
this year to assist him on a 
complex constihitional case 
dealing with Indian adopbon 
and “in two or three days, he 
helped a great deal . . . and 
we did win it." 


Smith added Campbell “has 
a reputation in Vancouver as 
being one of the brightest 
y<xjng counsel and among the 
most experienced ant 
toughest in the field oS family 
law (with) fairness, skill and 
balance.” ^ 

“T’m going to make it my 
job to find out what’s happen¬ 


ing in the city of Victoria,’* 
said Campbell in a brief 
reply. “I only hope I am 
successful in giving the city 
tlie best I have to offer.” 

He has time to do the job. 
The law requires B.C. magis¬ 
trates to retire at 65 and 
Campbell's 65th birthday if 
not due until Aug. 27, 2010.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian 
Naticmal Telecommunications 
is exempt ribm financial lia¬ 
bility in Ihe event of late deli¬ 
very of telegrams, the Su¬ 
preme Court <rf Canada ruled 
Tuesday in a 5-to4 decision. 

The majority decision said 
the terms and oon^tiems for 
sending telegrams, printed on 
the back of the telegraph 
form and approved by die 
Board of Railway Commis- 
sitxiers, plainly state the ex¬ 
emption. 

The cwiditions state in part r 

"It is agreed between the 
sender of the message . . . 
that the said company (CN) 
shall not be liable for dam¬ 
ages arising from failure to 
transmit or deliver or for any 
error in the transmission or 
delKery.” 

The issue arose after the 
B.C. Lanton Construction Co. 
of Fort Nelson sent a tele¬ 
gram to the public works de¬ 
partment in Vancouver revis¬ 
ing its on an Alaska High¬ 
way project. 

Linton was assured by CN 
employees that the telegram 
would arrive within a few 
hours and that it vurtjld be a 
sealed telegram and not a 
telex m Aagc since the worte 
department insisted on this 
procedure when it received 
tenders. 

The message arrived Uio 
late and was in the form of a 
telex message. It was agreed 
in court that the company 
would have gotten the con¬ 
tract had the telegram ar¬ 
rived on time. 

Linton then went to court 
asking that the CN Telecom¬ 
munications pay him for the 
loss of the tender. 

The court majority rejected 
his arguments on the basis of 
the conditions appro\ed by 
the Board of Railway Com- 
nussioners. 

Chief Justice Bora Laskin. 
in his dissent, said: 

"The comedy of errors of 
the employees in handing a 
simple telegraph messge is 
admitted ... but all of them ‘ 
are allesred to be of n.> conse¬ 
quence because of the exemp¬ 
tions' from labilty endorsed 
upon the usual telegraph 
forms. 

He said it was "a mon¬ 
strous proposition" that Par- 
au''!i'rized total 'm- 
, r-Minttv rn the CN which 
I "under its cover could decide 
1 when and if it would send a 
\ requested message."

IMF talks bring 
little agreement 


OTTAWA (CP) - The lead- 
"ers of Canada’s investment in¬ 
dustry have called on Ottawa 
to use ta.x incentives to en¬ 
courage more pe<^le to buy 
stocks and bonds. 

The plea, made in a brief to 
federal officials in Ottawa, 
was for a Canada investment 
plait that would allow deduc- 
tiwis from taxable income of 
qualified investments. 

^ Qualified investments would 
be shares of Canadian compa- i 
nies listed on Candian stock ! 
exchanges, federal, provincial 
and municipal securities, and 
shares of mutual funds. 

It would not cover bank 
deposits or investments that 
mature within one year. 

Under the plan, a $5,000 
limit would ^ set as the 
amount deductable from tax¬ 
able income. 

This means that a family 
with $5,000 worth of a stock, 
and earning $20,000 a year in 
salary, could deduct the $5,000 
cost from reported earnings 
in computing tax returns. 

Dividends from such invest¬ 
ments would be treated as in¬ 
come, but increases in the 
value of these designated 
investments would not be re¬ 
garded as capital gains. 

T he investment leaders also 
proposed that individuals be 
permitted to receive up to 
$1,000 in dividends each year 
tax free. 

The delegation to Otlaw’a in- 
eluded J. R. Kimber, pres¬ 


ident of the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change, and Andrew Knie- 
wasser, president ^of the 
Investment Dealers .Associa¬ 
tion.

There has been a privat€ly*<:H>«i‘ated shooting farm at 
Nanaimo tor a couple erf years, but the (hfference is that the 
Qualicum one has beafi arranged by the Rah end wildlife 
branch and will be run under control o< that bresKh. 

It will be on the 600-acre Walsh Farm on Bayliss Road, 
five miles north of Qualicum Beach — an area which hitherto 
was posted land with no hunting allows. 

The farmland hunting area will be open Saturdays, Sun¬ 
days and Wednesdays between 8 a.m. and 3 p.m. during* the 
Oct. 5 to Nov. 11 pheasant hunting season for cock birds. All 
provincial hunting regulations wiU including the two- 

bird limit. 

Access will be controlled with a man on the gate and 
hunters will be limited to 20 a day — ID by prior reservations 
and 10 being admitted when they arrive at the gate. That way 
everybody wall have equal opportunity.

The farm will be stocked periodical!^ during the hunting 
season by birds purchased trewn the Myles Lake Pheasant 
Farni in Nanaimo and that will ensure h«inters plenty of 
shooting opportunity. 

TTie project is experimenteU »td rather than to establish 
put-and-take hunting it U designed to win back some of tt»e 
ever-decreasing land available for hunting. 

The Walsh Farm at Qualicum now provides 600 acres ot 
hunting area tttat w’as not available before. In fact there is 
very limited area left for pheasant hunters on Vancouver 
Island. 

Idea is to induce farmers to open their lands to hunters. 
Birds can be released in an area and farmers wall be able to 
open their lands to hunters and charge a fee for access. 

Pheasant season for general hunting opens on Vancouver 
Island Oct. 5 and continues until Nov. 11. wdth a two bird 
(cocks only) limit. 

California quail will also beeJome fair game, south of 
Ijadysmith. Oct. 5 through Nov. 11, with a five-terd limit. 

Waterfowl also become fair game for Vancouver Island 
hmters Satuixiay with ducks, cootB and geese remaining in 
■e aiBon untail Jan. 5. 

There will be no open season for Canada geese in the 
Nimpkish Valley study area. 


Instead using geographi¬ 
cal designations such as ^st 
and West for naming of con¬ 
ferences and divisiore — a 
common practice in pro 
sports the NHL will use the 
names of tn^ies and 
members of hockey’s ■hi! of 
Fame to identify Jjs new 
18-team, two-conference, four- 
division setup.

Ruck said that imder the 
four-division setup it was im¬ 
possible to come up with true 
geographic designations.

The divisions will be named 
after four Hall of Fame build¬ 
ers in the NHL — Charles F. 
Adams. James Norris Sr., 
Conn Smythc and Lester Pa¬ 
trick.

Intrepid newsman dies 


Uus Sivertz, aoUliPr and one 
of an intrepid group which 
started a newspaper oh a 
shoestring, died in Victoria 
Sunday. He was 79. 

He was president of the staff 
company whieh started the 
Vancouver News - Herald in 
1933 with money they bor¬ 
rowed after the Vancouver 
Star cc^lapsed in the Depres¬ 
sion and left theip without 
jobs. 

For years he was a writer 
on the Vancouver Sun. and 
during the Second World War 
was a press relations officer 
for the pacific Command of 
the Canadian Army. 

He had gone overseas as a 


private tniier in 1914, serving 
in France, where he was 
wounded at Cambrais during 
the first Battle of the Somme. 

Sivertz’ brother Bent re¬ 
called Monday how the staff 
of the Netvs-flerald borrowed 
money and contributed part of 
their pay to get the paper out. 

“They got secondhand 
typewriters for $5 down and a 
press for a payment of 
$5,000," he said. 

The first anniversary edi¬ 
tion of the News-Herald, on 
April 24, 1934 listed Severtz as 
its presdient. 

He came to work for the 
Sun in 1937, and retired to his 
native Victoria in 1964. 

Sivertz had been in failing 
health for the past twt) years. 


and died in Sandringham Pri¬ 
vate Hospital. 

He is survived by his wife 
Marjorie, a Henry

I'he four-day week is part of 
a package settlement reached 
after lengthy negotiations be¬ 
tween the city's three dairies 
and the Teamsters. 

Peter Wilson, secretary- 
manager of Teamsters’ Local 
464. said in a telephone inter¬ 
view frrim Vancouver the 
three firms had tw'o months in 
which to switch from the 
present five-day week to the 
fourday week. 

He predicted difficulties 
“Ijocausc cows have lo be 
milked seven days a w-eek” 
but added that those prob¬ 
lems can be overcome. 

The firms involved are Sib 
verwood Dairies. Island 
Farms Daijyes and Palm 
Dairies Ltd. 

A total uf 22.5 employees are 
affected liy the new contract, 
\S'ilson said. 

Other features obtained by 
the union include a reduction 
of working hours from 36 to 40 
a week, provision for a dental 
plan paid by the company, 
and wage increases averaging 
$36 a week. 

The new hourly rate for in- 
s i d e production w’orkers 
jum{>ed from $4.83 to $6.37. 

Wilson said it was up to the 
companies whether the four^ 
day week would mean that 
milk will be • delivered only 
four days a week. 

With pi'oper planning, the 
<‘ompanies could continue to 
deliver milk five days a week, 
he added. 

This might, however, in¬ 
crease the companies' produc- 
lion costs, because overtime, 
acetirding to the new contract, 
is now subject to a double- 
time provision.

A \videly-i)ublicized *’loo{> 
hole which would apparently 
haye permitted U.S. military 
deserters to take advantage 
of President Gerald Ford’s 
clemency offer without per¬ 
forming alteimate service, 
never really existed, a spokes- 
mjfn for a Winnijjeg clemency 
counselling group said Mon¬ 
day. , 

' I’hc loophole has a !ooi>- 
holo, and always has had.” 
t^erti'ude Lang, a worker at 
the Amnesty Information 
Counselliivg Support Service, 
said. 

She exfilained that news 
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magazioes and news[>apers 
have widely reported that it 
Nso'ild be i)Ossihle for a mili¬ 
tary deserter tw+«lurn to the 
United States, lake an oath of 
allegiance, promise to i>er- 
form up to 24 months of alter¬ 
nate service, receive a dis¬ 
charge and then refuse to in¬ 
form that service, without 
penalty. 

"The argument has been 
that, since the deserter would, 
have been already dis'-' 
charged, he would be beyond 
the military's jurisdiction.”.

The Uniform Code of Mili¬

ready been issued. 

And,-she said, Title 18 of the 
U.S. Code (American federal 
law) makes it an offence for 
anywie in that country to a 
make a false statement to a 
federal officer.

l.ast spring, Antoinette Wing- 
i^uisl moved from a house to a 
one-bedroom ai>artmeni. One 
thing she regretted leaving 
behind was her garden. But 


now she’ll have fresh home¬ 
grown vegetables after all. 

So will Charles Kidem. who 
has five children and a l>ack- 
yard tiK) small to gnnv any¬ 
thing. 

How? Mi*s. Wingquist an.l 
Fidem are taking advantage 
of an unusual employee bene¬ 
fit. a company “victory gar¬ 
den.” Mrs. Wingquist, a tech¬ 
nical editor for Control Data 
Corporation at its interna- 
t i o n a 1, headquarters, aqd 
Eiden.^a customer service 
representive for North States 
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Power Company, have sum¬ 
mer-long custody of coiTxirate 
land set aside for employees' 
use. 

“I k>ve l)eing able to have a 
garden again." Mr.s. Wing- 
<iuist said. ”I know that my 
plants are being grown with 
as few chemicals as possible, 
and 1 have a chance . . .” to 
be outside in the sunshine 
doing something productive 

She estimates that her ^0- 
by-J5-foot garden -take 
car^''her‘Vegetalfle neesl.s*, 
with plenty left over to freeze 
lor tbe w inter months. 

Control Data plowed the 
land set aside for its em¬ 
ployee gardens and then ferti¬ 
lized it. according to William 
Mueller, manager of plant en¬ 
gineering. 

"We sent a soil sample to 
the University of Minnesota to 
make sure that we did every¬ 
thing right.” he said. "Then 
we had a garden expert give 
a two-hour lecture to interest¬ 


ed employees on how to raise 
a garden.” 

All the plots aro Jocate<l at. 
the Control Data head¬ 
quarters in the Southern Twin 
Cities suburb of Bloomington, 
but employees at 'all locations 
.around the area were offered 
plots. Some drive the 25 miles 
from the conn>any's plant in 
the northern suburb Arden 
Hills to tend their gardens on 
weekends. 

Initial response to Control 
Data’s offer of garden plots 
was tremendous, Mueller 
said. "We originally planned 
on having 300. but they went 
so fast that we had to ad(jl*200 
more." 

Employee reaction to the 
Northern States Power Com¬ 
pany garden offfer was .simi¬ 
lar. ^ 

"Our plan came from an 
employee’s suggestion." said 
Jane Cooper, information re¬ 


presentative. "The idea came 
as part of our 'Buzz the 
Brass’ program. Employee.s' 
are invited to call in during 
one hour each day and talk to 
one of our executives. An em¬ 
ployee asked why our dor¬ 
mant corporate land couldn't 
be used for gardens, and the 
idea was so good that imple¬ 
mentation started 10 minutes 
later.” 

The company's 105 plots are 
located in the suburbs of 
Bloomington and Burnsville. 

Eidem has discovered his 
Northern Stales Power gar¬ 
den to be not only a budget 
help in feeding five children 
but a new hobby as well. "I 
like this garden so much that 
I'm beginning to think about 
getting a farm someday." he 
said. 

His tidy plot of laild con¬ 
tains 23 different varieties of 


vegetables. "This is my fir.st 
garden and 1 probably went 
overboard with it.” Eidem 
said, "but I'm having fun see¬ 
ing everything come up. I 
planted about a quarter of It 
in potatoes, and I think that 
was a good move with the 
price of potatoes these days. ’ 
They should last us 'through 
the wdnter.” 

Eidem doesn’t plan to. can 
or freeze* perishable vegeta¬ 
bles from his garden. "We’ll 
probably eat most of it up, 
but what we don’t use. I’ll 
give to someone who can’t af¬ 
ford to buy it." he said. 

If Control Data and North- 
ein States Power employee.s 
are any identification, and if 
other businesses open up their 
lands, "victory gardens” may 
become as popular today as 
they were in the 1940’s. They 
may even lead to a victory — 
over inflation.

Good nutriticKi for school 
children—no one would argue 
against it, but up to now. little 
has been done to promote it. 

This spring, the B.C. School 
Trustees Association pwb« 
lished a report on nutrition, 
which, among oilier things, 
raecom mended that all 
schools, including those al¬ 
ready built, should be 
equipped with adequate lunch 
rooms and that milk a/td fruit 
juice should be sold at re¬ 
duced prices. 

And a Toronto-based 
weight-reduction organization. 
Counterweight Ltd., suggested 
last month that all school 
vending machines offering 
noiwiutritious foods should be 
taken out. 

The Greater Victoria school 
hoard allows vending ma¬ 
chines in schools only if they 
offer nutritious food in addi¬ 
tion to so-called .funk food and 
don't take a profit on milk 
sales, so that milk can be 
purchased for 15 cents for an 
eight-ounce carton, A. J. 
Longmore, superintendent of 
schools said. 

Peggy Martin, a home eco¬ 
nomics consultant with the 
school board, said this is one 
of the few big districts in the 
province that isn’t doing any¬ 
thing to ensure that children 
in its jurisdiction eat properly. 

There are few school cafe¬ 
terias, she said, yet trustees 
“keep howling” that students 
shouldn’t cal “empty calo- 


The cafeteria at Victoria 
high school sells foods such as 
potato chips and cheesies, she 
said, because if the school 
didn’t serve them, students 
would buy them at ncigh- 
borinod stofes. 

Nutritious foods aren’t sub¬ 
sidized, Mrs. Martin ex¬ 
plained, and the cafeteria 
sells food that will return a 
profit. 

< But. she added, selling good 
food to high school students is 
"starting at the wrong end of 
the ladder.” 

By the time a child reaches 
the age of 10 or 11, she said, 
eating habits are set. and 
they’r^ "pretty difficult to 
change.” 

Mrs. Martin suggested that 
nutrition education should be 
tai^t to elementary grade 
students, but, she added, if 
anotoer subject was added to 
the curriculum, teachers 
"would scream.” 

She said she doesn’t blame 
the school hoard, but "they 
ha\*en’t made any attempt to 
look Into the matter.”

One school In the Greater 
Victoria district is beginning 
the second year of a home .. 
economics experiment that 
last year prov^ed 73 to 100 
students a day with a hot 
lunch. 

Jean Kerr, a home econom¬ 
ics teacher at Ksquimalt se- 
nor high school, runs the 
project, which also gives her 
Grade 12 students a chance to 
learn about cooking and sen- 
ing meals to large numbers of 
pe<^le. 

Students, she said, are 
brought up on a diet of potato 
chips, cheesies and soft 
drinks, and the lunch pro¬ 
gram competing with vend¬ 
ing madiines that sell those 
diet staples. 

But response to the pro- 
gram is good, she said, and 
this year, students arriving at 
school early in the monting 
for athletic events will be able 
to eat breakfast as well. 

One problem witti the pro¬ 
gram is that tile cafeteria at 
Esquimau senior is inade¬ 
quate for preparing meals on 
a large scale and meals are 
cocked in the home economics 
room and taken downstairs to 
the cafeteria. 

Dr. Phillip Ney, a Greater 
Victoria board trustee, said 
he would support a milk sub¬ 
sidy to bring the cost doivn to 
five cents for an eight ounce 
glass, but he said board funds 
should be spent on dtlcating 
should be spent on educating 
habits instead of subsidizing 
nutritious foods. 

He attacked the “hipest 
educator of our time” 
television - for running too 
many commercials for hot- 
nutritious foods and said such 
ads should be taken off the 
air. 

It’s possible, he said, for 
students to be undernourished 
because they are eating "all 
kinds of things that the adver¬ 
tisers are selling.” 

The companies are interest¬ 
ed in selling manufactured 
food to stay in business, "so 
H’s quite possible that kids 
are eating things that aren’t 
healthy,” the doctor said. 

Ney is joined in the attack 
by Isabelle Reader, a Sooke 
school board trustee. 

Mrs. Reader said the most 
important recommendation of 
the trustees association nutri¬ 
tion study is one that calls on 
the Canadian Radio and Tele¬ 
vision Commission to take 
such ads off the air. 

As well, she added, parents 
have to be educated about 
proper nutrition so they can 
teach good eating habits to 
their children. 

The curriculum has to be 
changed to include more nu¬ 
trition training and boards 
have to provide in-service 
training so that teachers can 
run nutrition classes, she 
added. 

It is possible, Mrs. Reader 
claimed, that improper eating 
habits could result in student 
leamir^ difficulties- ^

A brief check around Vic¬ 
toria Monday showed prices 
ranging from $6.88 to $11.95 a 
gallon — and that compares 
with a price south of the 
border ot about $6 a gallon. 

Despite |aclier fears of 
shortages, quantity does not 
appear to be a problem in 
Victoria, although some 
dealers have not yet got su{> 
plies. 

For instance. Woolco is out- 
of stock but expects a con¬ 


signment shortly at $6.88 a 
gallon. 

Brian Holley Motors reports 
only about 10 gallons on hand, 
but suggests customers go 
elsewhere. “We had to buy at 
a high price and we’re selling 
lor $11.95 a galkm,” said a 
spokesman. 

Woodward Stores (May 
fair) Ltd., and Simpeons- 
Sears have good suf^lies at 
$7.96 a gallon but at Wood¬ 
ward’s the anti-freeze is in 
bulk and customers are re¬ 
quired to supply their own 
containers. 

Gorge Vale Te.xaco quotes a 
price of $8.% a gallon, while 
at the Imperial Centre on 
Hillside motorists will pay 
$9.25 a gallon. 

The new prices this jfear 
reflect the high cost of ethyl¬ 
ene glycol.

—Bora Laskin, 61, was ap¬ 
pointed Chief Justice in De¬ 
cember, 1973, over men with 
more seniority on the Su¬ 
preme Court bench. He has 
two children. Lest year, when 
he disagreed with the majori¬ 
ty Supreme Court decision in 
an appeal against women los¬ 
ing Indian status when they 
maxTy whites, he said the Bill 
of Rights takes precedence 
over any other federal statute 
when they are In conflict. 

Mr. Justice Martland. 67. 
has three children and lists 
his re]igi<Hi as Anglican. A 
member oi the court since 
January, 1958. he has been ac¬ 
claimed as having one of th^ 
keenest legal minds in Cana¬ 
da. 

—ftfr. Justice Wilfred Jud- 
son, 72, has one child and was 
appointed to the court in Feb¬ 
ruary. 1958. He adopts a 
down-to-earth attitude on the 
bench, speaking little. There 
is no religion listed by his 
name in the Pariiamentary 
Guide. 

—Mr. Justice Roland Rit¬ 
chie. 64. is the Maritime rep¬ 
resentative on the court. He 
lectured at Dalhousie Univer- 
sr^ prior to being appointed 
to the bench. The father of 
one daughter, he lists Ms reli¬ 
gious affiliation as Anglican. 

— Mr. Justice Wishart 
Spence, 70, has two children 
and is known as a frequent 
dissenter along with Mr. Jus¬ 


tice Laskin. He was appointed 
in 1963 and is a Presbyterian. 

—Mr. Justice Louis-Philippe 
Pegeon, 67, is a Catholic and 
the father of sLx children. A 
former adviser to Quebec Ub- 
cral premiers, he was afi- 
pointed to the Siq>rcme Court 
in 1967. 

—Ml’. Justice Robert Dick¬ 
son, 58, is an Anglican with 
four children. He was appoint¬ 
ed to the Supreme Court last 
year. 

—Mr. Justice Jean Beetz. 
47. is a Catholic and the only 
bachelor on the Siqireme 
Court bench. A former dean 
of the University of Montreal 
law facility, he was a consti¬ 
tutional adviser to the prime 
minister for three yeqrs be¬ 
fore his appointment the 
beginning of this year. 

—Mr. Justice Louis-Philippe 
de Grandpre, 57, is a Catholic 
and the father ot "four chil¬ 
dren. The other newcomer to 
the Supreme Court, he is an 
avowed federalist and be¬ 
lieves law-making is the func¬ 
tion of Parliament and not the 
courts.

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OTTAWA (CP) — With the 
opening ceremonies over, 
Parliament got down to busi¬ 
ness Tuesday for the first 
time in five months. 

Familiar and unresolved 
issues were raised as MPs, 
Iresli from a long posl-elec- 
lion break, used the 4(>-minutc 
daily question period to fire 
their first shots at Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau and his cabinet. 

OinJosition Leader Robert 
Stanfield led off witJi ques¬ 
tions on food prices and infla¬ 
tion. focusing on the con¬ 
troversy over operations of 
the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency. 

Because of a price dispute, 
the agency refused an Aus¬ 
trian offer to buy 50 million 
eggs. Twenty-eight million 
aix bein ,5 destroyed because 
of rot. 

Trudeau, elaborating on a 
pledge by Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Eugene Whelan last 
week, announced that a Com¬ 
mons committee wll be asked 
soon to investigate.

Ctovemment TIouse Leader 
Mitchell Shiup said the gov¬ 
ernment will introduce back- 
lo-work legislation within the 
nc.xt week if the disputants 
cannot reach agreement. 

But Labor Minister John 
Munro said later in reply to 
Commons fiuestions by Lin¬ 
coln Alexander (PC—Hamil¬ 
ton Wcsll that the grain com¬ 
panies and workers haw only 
1 UO outstanding issues to de¬ 
cide: A cost-of-living clause in 
a new conti*act and a dispute 
over pensions. 

Munro said the unions have 
agreed to a ppo[>osal made by 
the government recently. But 
it appeared that a number of 
grain companies had not. 

The government would wait 
for replies from all the grain 
companies before-’ deciding 
u’hcther to introduce legisla¬ 
tion. 

Otto I..ang, minister respon¬ 
sible for the wheat board, 
said the government docs not 
plan to (lick up costs associat¬ 
ed with the strike. 


August report by the food 
prices review boa^ found egg 
selling prices high in relation 
to demand and production 
costs. 

Other longstanding ques¬ 
tions raised included tlie grain 
handlers' contract dispute on 
-4he West Coast, (Rebec’s new 
language law and plans for a 
new budget to replace the de¬ 
feated document that brought 
on the July 8 federal election. 

G.wemment House Leader 
Mitchell Sharp .said baek-to- 
work legislation will be in¬ 
troduced in the next week if 
the grain dispute remains 
unresolved. 

Trudeau said no federal po¬ 
sition has been taken on the 
Queljec Laitguage Act which 
makes French the sole official 
language in that province. 
Federal law recognizes both 
F'rench and English. 

No bills were introduced in 
the Commons but five were 
Introduced in the Senate—the 
first evidence of government 
plans to use the up(>cr house 
to help dis|)Ose of the large 
backlog of leftovecJiUls from 
the last Parliament. Bills that 
do not include money or those 
of a no^ontroversial nature 
can be started in either the 
Senate or Commons.

It all came about after a half-hour of rous¬ 
ing. sometimes hilarious debate. A short- 
handed council decided last week that chick¬ 
ens will not be allowed in residential areas of 
the oomrmiraty. 

Unwitting instigator of the disiHite was 
Linda Green, who wrote council a month ago 
asking if there is a bylaw outlawing chick¬ 
ens. 

. Aldermen set the letter aside and hoped 
the issue would die. 

But Mrs. Green was persistent, and wrote 
another letter in which ahe re|)eated her 
question and dorruanded an answer. 

Aid. Rhoda Collins decided to meet the 


issue head-on. and profH>sed a motion outlaw- . 
ing the birds. The only other aldernmn 
pi*escnt. Harry Sowchuk. refused to second 
the motion. 

Aid. John Ferrari, acting mai'or f«)r the 
meeting (the mayor and one other alderman 
were absent) turned the chair over to Sow- 
cluik and. fr.M the floor, sec.mded the mi>- 
tion. Then he hopped back to his seat. 

“I am opposed to anyone in a first class 
residential area having chickems in his back¬ 
yard.'* said Collins.' ‘T suppose that's like 
being against motherhood, but (here's noth¬ 
ing to stop people having cows, sheep, horses 
and pigs, and (|ui(e a few people would object 
to this.” 

Sowchuk disagreed- People should be. al¬ 
lowed to do what they wish on their pro|)erty 
in small mattcre like diickcns. he said. 

Sowchuk asked what was going to be dune 


ab<jut other iHJople who already keep chick¬ 
ens. 

' They haven’t brought the matter the 
attention of council.” said Aid. Collin.s, "and 
I wish Mrs. Green hadn't. 

••Why didn't she tust go ahead and get her 
chickens? Inste.'td. she's asked us to publicly 
I'tmdone chickens, and I just can't do it. 

•‘In other words.” said Sowchuk. •’anyone 
can go ahead and pul chickens in his yai^ as 
l(»ng as he doesn't tell council.’^ 

.Nnothor letter was produced, this one 
from Nancy Bain who sided with the chickens. 

■‘ft is sad when our lives become so heavi¬ 
ly regulated with bureaucratic rules that any 
slight deviation fi*om the suburban middle- 
class -norih l}a.s to be .stami)ed out with 
cigor,” she wivle. 

•Many of us cIvkisc to live hci'e because 


of the small town atmosphere of give and 
lake. If we are going to sanitise, pasteurize, 
homogenize and otherwise turn our little vil¬ 
lage into a suburb of nowhere, it will lose 
any Iwnefit it now' }x»sesses. 

"lOMckens) arc <«tainly less noisy and 
messy than the average fainUy dig, and 
pi-ovide much l)etler fertilizer. 

•I note that backyard poultry are found in 
Port Hardy. North Vancouver, Burnaby, Mis¬ 
sion and numerous towns without any no¬ 
ticeable chipping away of the esthetic or 
social structure.” 

Ferrari said he could see the heavy hand 
of the press as fargely^responsible for the sit¬ 
uation in which councirfound itself. 

•‘They get hold (»f ,a thing like this and 
blow it up and we gel a hundred phone 
calls,” he said. '•No one ever calls up and 


says something nice when we let the bi^esl- 
ever paving contract.” 

When the matter eventually came to a 
vote. Collins was in..buuiCA( IBB .utffvlWP^ 
and Sowchuk was opposed. This left the issue 
with the acting mayor, who cast an affirma¬ 
tive vote. 

Asked after the meeting w’hy she was so 
adamantly opposed to pcoprf keeping chick- 
ess. Oillins said it wasn't the chickens she's 
afraid of but the pigs. 

People, she felt, should be restricted to 
household pets. Asked about rabbits, she said 
it was probably safer to stick with dogs end 
cats. 

• They-re household animals.” she said. 
"Children cuddle up and sleep with them.” 

Summing up her stand, she said: "Any 
animal you can go to bed with is okay.”

COURTENAY — It is sel¬ 
dom that a museum piece -be¬ 
comes a museum, but the 
Courtenay and district muse¬ 
um, located in the Native 
Sons’ Hall on Cliffe Avenue in 
downtown Courtenay, is an 
exception to the rule. 

The ball, advertised as "the 
largest 1<^ cabin in the 
world,” was built in 1928’ by 
the Native Sons of Canada, 
Assembly Mo. 3. The design 
was suggested by R. J. Fil- 
berg, then head of Comox 
Logging and Railway Co., as 
a memorial to the lumber in¬ 
dustry,of the Comox Valley. 

Assembly No. 3, organized 
in 1921. decided to build the 
large log cabin as a communi¬ 
ty centra — a function it 
served for 44 years — until 
the Native Sons' decided that 
because of dwindling mem*- 
bership it was unable to con¬ 
tinue (grating the large 
structure. 

In 1972, the Native Sons’ 
and the local historical sod- 
yCty entered, into an agreemenl 
whereby the museum,, operat- 
.ed by the society, was to be 
located on the ground floor 
with the Native Sons retaining 
the basement for meetings of 
their group, the Canadian 
Daughters LeajMc. social 
fum-Uons and rentals. 

The she chosen for con¬ 
struction of the Ic^ cabin was 
convenient to a siding of the 
Comox Logging Railway 
which ran through O^urlenay, 
and ail the huge timbers were 
brought to the site by rail. 


Many of these timbers were 
salvaged from the burned- 
over Oyster River and Black 
Creek areas. Preparatory 
shaping was done at the 
Uchiayama Mill near Roys- 
ton. 

Sufficient timber was used 
in the construction to build 75 
five-room houses. adze, 
designed and made for shap¬ 
ing the logs by Johnny 
McKenzie, was kept as a me¬ 
mento to the skilled builders 
w+>o were under the direction 
of W. J. Haggerty. 

At the ceremony t\<'o yeafti 
ago, wltlch saw ihe Courtenay 
and EMstrict Historical Society 
accept the use of the historic 
building for a museum, a 
symbolic exchange of the • 
adze and a broad axe from 
the society took place.

* Other primary industries of 
the area — farming and min¬ 
ing arc featured prominent¬ 
ly. The country kitchen, milk 
house, blacksmith shf)p. dis¬ 


play of harness and farm im¬ 
plements portray the farming 
history of the area while a 
convincing replica of a coal 
mine shaft takes care of the 
mining. 

One of the e.xhibits which 
attracts the attehtion of the 


visitor is the d’Esten'c animal 
collection. 

The Japanese population 
which onoe flourished in the 
Comox Valley is not forgotten 
as antique items of this cul¬ 
ture add beauty and interest 
to a tour of the museum.

Quite a few of the letters 
coming across my desk these 
days are from folks who want 
to know how to keep their ge* 
ranium plants safely through 
the winter. 

Geraniums arc enjoying 
quite a wiave of pc^ularlty in 
recent years, mostly for out¬ 
door bedding and tor planters, 
window tboxes and ornamental 
urns, probably because this is 
one of the very few plants 
dial keeps on blooming all 
summer long. Such non-stop 
performance is unique among 
perennial flowers. 

If the bidding geranium ha.s 
any fault at all, it is its high 
cost. While petunias and sna()- 
dragons and similar bedding 
plants can be purchased for 
considerably Ass than a dol¬ 
lar per dozen, good husky ge¬ 
raniums o1 blooming age will 
set you back around a dollar 
EACH. ' ’ 


At such prices, we can’t af¬ 
ford to discard them in the 
fall and buy new ones in the 
spring, as we do wnth the pe¬ 
tunias. 

It is necessary to get more 
mileage out of our plants, and 


the problem is to find a way 
to bring them through the 
winter so they can be used 
again next year. 

1 am often asked if it is pos¬ 
sible to dig up geraniums'and 
hang them ui^de down in the 
basenient over the winter. 

This simple treatment 
worked quite well in earlier 
days, when basements were 
dirt>»fk)or cellars where tem¬ 
peratures were low and hu¬ 
midity high, .and it still works 
well where a proper root cel¬ 
lar is available. 

However, the plants simply 
wither and die in the warm, 
dry air of the modem home 
basement. 

★ ★ ★ 

Actually, 1 don’t think it re- 
^ly pays to try to save the 
wd plants. In my ooinion, it is 
much better to roof slips from 
them, then pull up the old 
plants and give them the old 
heave-ho. 

Grow the slips through the 
winter to make new plants for 
setting out next spring. Such 
vigorous youngsters are far 
superior to overwintered el¬ 
derly plants which are almosi 
always lanky and tall and 
lacking in oomph. 


The best slipe are branch 
tips four to six inches long, 
but if you don't have enough 
of^these, you can use lengths 
of stdm token from any part 
of the plant. 

Make your cuts cleanly just 
below a leal or leaf joint and 
strip off all the leaves except 
the tcH) ones. 

Moisten the base of each 
slip and dip it in one of the 
hormone rooting powders 
such as Rootone, Seradix or 
Thompson's Ree-Root. 

Shake off any excess 
pcAvder — only the thinnest 
film is needed — ani^nsert 
your slips around the Mge of 
a flower pot filled loosely w ith 
a mixture of peat moss and 
vermiculite. 


You can get from five to 
nine slips in each pot. depend¬ 
ing on pot size, so this tech¬ 
nique doesn't take up a great 
deal of room. 

Maintain the rooting mix¬ 
ture only just barely moist, 
never soggy wet. for gerani¬ 
um slips turn black and rot 
under wet conditions, and 
over-watering is probably the 


most common cause of failure 
and losses. 

Your pots of slips can live 
in plenty of daylight but out of 
direct sunshine until w^ root¬ 
ed. as indicated by new 
growth at the tip, then pot 
them up individually in sandy 
loam soil and grow them on in 
a sunny window of A cooUsh 
room, always just a little on 
the dry side. 

♦ ★ ★ 

This combination of bright 
sunshine, cool air and dryish 
soil pr^uces a compact, 
short-jointed, sturdy little 
plant, vastly superior to the 
toll, lush specimens pam¬ 
pered in warmth. 

I must make it very clear 
that unrooted geranium slips 
cannot be stored through the 
winter. They must be rooted 
and kept growing, even 
though growth can be slowed 
down to a snail’s pace. 

It is possible, through 
various techniques, to store 
parent plants in a semi-dor¬ 
mant condition, 'but it is a 
risky business and failures 
are common. •Moreover, their 
performance, when set out in 
the spring, is nothing Hke as 
good as young rooted slips.

True kno^vledge of any subject is a 
comWnation — or a tenston, if you will, 
that keeps in equilibrium the hard facts 
and their meaningful patterning.

You end 
with what the Germans call a "world- 
view” — but you don’t begin there, as 
the new history does.

U.S. fines pilot in Canada 


OTTAWA (UPI) Canada has asked U.S. 
officials to report on an incident Sunday in 
which a Canadian was allegedly taken from 
the Canadian side of the border by the U.S. 
border patr^d and made to pay a fine in the 
United States. 

"God damn it, we are not going to be 
treated like a banana republic. It^Is embar¬ 
rassing and totally unnecessarj*.” Saskatche¬ 
wan MP Les Benjamin said after be raised 
the matter in the Commons. 

External Affairs Minister Allan MarEa- 
clien told Ihe House he has asked the RCMP 
to investigate the incident and that "informa¬ 
tion be sought from the United States auth¬ 
orities." , 

Benjamin said the incident occured as Ed 
Gross, a farmer from Glen Bain, Sask., and 
his passenger. Ira Heebser, landed in their 
private aircraft on a grass strip airport 
about 10 miles south of Estevan, Sask. 

"A U.S. border patrol irfficer, in hii cruis¬ 
er. crossed the border to Canada, turned 


down a lane and came UlO lo 150 feet into 
Canada and then (he border patrol officer 
yelled, 'Who gave you permission to land on 
this strip? "Benjamin told the Commoss. 

Benjamin said Gross was escorted to the 
U.S. customs depot and. threatened with con¬ 
fiscation of his aircraft, had to leave a $25 
deposit on an alleged $1,00(1 fine. 

Benjamin said Gross was charged with 
entering the United States without giving 
prior fijtice of intent. He sa-id Gross had 
flown fnun his farm in ^nada to the strip on 
the international border. 

He said Gross was demanding a public 
a{X}logy from American authorities, the re¬ 
turn of his ri5 and financial aimiieasation f ir 
time and expenses incurred as a result of the 
incident. 

In August a U.S. army deserter was cap¬ 
tured on the Canadian side of the border by 
pursuing U.S. officials at Blaine, Wash. He 
w’as later released after a pintest from 
Ottawa.

Museum lobby with big house eniruuce al rear 

Museum in Courtenay 
is in a museum piece

'COURTENAY It is sel- 
di>m that a museum piece 'l)e- 
comes a museum, but the 
Ctxirlenay and district mu.se- 
um, located in the Native 
Sons’ Hall on Giffe Avenue in 
downtown Courtenay, is an. 
exception to the role. 

The hall, advertised as “the 
largest log cabin in tiie 
world,” was built in 1928 by 
the Native Sons of Canada, 
Assembly No. 3. 'Die design 
was suggested hy R. J. Fil- 
herg, then head of Omtuix 
Iz)gging end Railway Co., as 
a memorial to the lumber in¬ 
dustry of the Comox Valley. 

Assembly No. .3, organized 
in 1921. decided to build the 
large log cabin as a communi¬ 
ty centre a function it, 
served for 44 years until 
the Natjvp Sons’ decided that 
because of dwindling mem¬ 
bership it was unable to con¬ 
tinue operating the large 
structure. 

In 1972. Ihe Native Sons’ 
and the local historical soci¬ 
ety entered info an agreement 
whereby the museum, operat¬ 
ed by the society, was to be 
located on the ground flm>r 
with the Native .Sons retaining 
the basement for meetings M 
their grjmp. the Canadian 
Daughters Lcajsie, sindal 
functions and rentals. 

The she chosen for con- 
stroidion of the log cabin was 
convenient to a siding of the 
Comox Logging Railway 
which ran thnnigh Courienay. 
and all the huge timbers were 
brought to the site by rail. 


Many of these limbci’s were 
salvaged from the bunied- 
over Oyster River and Black 
Creek aroas. PrefAratory 
shaping wa.s done al the 
Uchiayama Miff near Roys- 
ton. 

Sufficieni limber was used 
in the construction to Inrild 75 
five-room houses. An adze, 
designed and made for shap¬ 
ing the logs by Johnny 
McKenzie, was kept as a me¬ 
mento to the skilled builders 
wbo were under the direction 
of W. J. Haggerty. ^ 

At the ceremony t’i'o years 
ago. which saw rtie Oairtenay 
and District Historical'Society 
accept the use of the historic 
building for a museum, a 
symbolic exdiange of the 
ad/.c and a l)rf>ad axe from 
the society lo*J< place. 

A tour the museum gives 
the visitor a record of the 
Cbmox Valley dating hack tti 
pre-hi'storic times, as ex¬ 
emplified hy the fossil collec¬ 
tion. 

One of Ihe largest struc¬ 
tures in the building is an In¬ 
dian Wg house. The authentic 
painting and design was ev 
ecuted by J<»hnnv Matilpl, an 
area resident who was 15 
when he undert(K)k the proj¬ 
ect. 

Tile collecfion of eariy log¬ 
ging equipment is enhanced 
by series of “logginK por¬ 
traits" painted by logger-ar- 
tisi Bus Griffiths of Fanny 
Bay. 

Other primary industries of 
the area farming and min¬ 
ing are featured prominent¬ 
ly. The country kitchen, milk 
house, blacksmith shop, dis- 


play of harness and farm im¬ 
plements portray the farming 
history of the area while a 
convimnng replica of a coal 
mine shaft takes care of the 
mining. 

One of the exhibits which 
attracts Ihe attention of the 


visitor is the d'Esterre animal 
collection. 

The Japanese population 
which bnce flourished in the 
Comox Valley is not forgotten 
as antique items of this cul¬ 
ture add beauty and interest 
to a tour of the museum.

mayor. 

No official reason was given 
at the time but it is believed 
that Mayor Peter Pollen, 
chafing under his; workkjad, 
wanted 8<Hneone else to be 
able to act as mayxn* \shile he 
is in town. 

The idea was that two elect¬ 
ed officials >sx>uld be empo¬ 
wered to sign documents on 


behalf of cotincrl. Hood, acting 
mayor at the time, was to be 
tile first to have thivt privi¬ 
lege. 

Young, in an interview 
Tuesday, said he was shocked 
uhen he found out that, legal¬ 
ly, there is no such thing as a 
deputy mayor. Any document 
signed by an alderman as a 
deputy mayor, Young said, 
was illegal.

would have been signed . by 
Hood, said Young, who is a 
lawyer, was the voters list. 

Had Hood signed the list as 
deputy mayor. Y<iung said, 
the election could have been 
challenged and "in all proba¬ 
bility," the eleeti'wi would 
have been diH'lared illegal.

Victoria dairy workers will 
g<» to a four-day work week by 
the end of this year, a 
Teamsters Union official said 
I’uesday. 

The four-day week is part of 
a package settlement reached 
after lengthy negotiations be¬ 
tween fhe city's three dairies 
and the-Teamsters. 

Peter Wilson, secretary- 
manager of Teamsters’ Local 
464, said In a telephone inter¬ 
view from Vancouver the 
three firms had two months in 
which to switch from the 
present five-day week to the 
four-day week. 

He predicted difficulties 
"because cows have to be 
milked seven days a week" 
hut added lliat those prob¬ 
lems cNin be overcome. 

The firms involved are Sil- 
V e r vv 6 o d Dairies. ■ Island 
Farms Dairies and Palm 
Dairies Ltd. 

A total of 225 employees are 
affected by the new contract, 
Wilson said. 

Other features obtained by 
the union include a reduction 
of working hours from 36 to 40 
a week, provision for a dental 
plan paid by tlie company, 
and wage increases averaging 
$36 a week. 

The new liourly rate for in- 
s i d e production workers 
jumiMKl from $4.83 to $6.37. 

Wilson said it was up to the 
companies whether the four- 
day week would mean that, 
milk W'iU be delivered only 
four days a week. ' 

. With pmper planning, the 
companies could Cimtlnue to 
deliver milk five days a week, 
he added. 

This might, however, in- 
ci-easc the companies' produc¬ 
tion costs, because overtime, 
accoixiin^to the new contract, 
Is now subject to a double¬ 
time pmvision.

There is little hojie the Soci¬ 
ety of the Lo\e of JesuS will 
lie able to c<intinue ofierating 
its Langford hospital indefi¬ 
nitely. a B.C. Supreme Court 
judge said Tuesday in Vic¬ 
toria.
